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PROFILE  : 

CHARLES  X,  KING  OF  FRANCE. 

Charles  X,  King  of  France  from  1824  to  1830,  was  the  fourth  child  of  the  Dauphin 
Louis  and  Marie- Josephe  of  Saxony.  This  King  of  typical  Bourbon  character  is 
surely  one  of  the  worst  possible  monarchs  the  19th  century  has  produced.  The 
general  verdict  of  history  is  rather  hard  on  this  man  who  spent  25  years  of  his  life 
in  exile  and  who  as  King  was  unable  to  learn  and  to  forget. 

Charles,  born  in  1757,  passed  his  youth  in  scandalous  dissipation.  In  a  few 
years  he  had  incurred  an  enormous  debt,  which  helped  to  contribute  to  the  growing 
unrest  in  the  already  impoverished  state.  At  the  age  of  16  he  married  Marie- 
Therese  of  Savoy,  who  bore  him  three  children. 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  Revolution,  Charles  at  once  decamped  and  became  leader 
of  the  emigres,  visiting  several  European  courts  in  the  royal  interest.  After  the 
execution  of  his  brother,  Louis  XVI,  he  attempted  to  help  the  royalist  rising  in  the 
Vendee,  but  courage  soon  failed  him  and  he  fled  to  a  safer  part  of  the  world,  to 
England.  He  first  lived  in  London  for  some  time,  settled  later  in  Holyrood  Palace 
at  Edinburgh  and  finally  at  Hartwell.  After  Napoleon’s  defeat  of  1813  the  French 
Royalists  regained  courage.  Charles  entered  Paris  in  April  1814  in  the  track  of  the 
Allies. 

After  Waterloo,  Charles’  brother  Louis  XVIII  was  restored  to  the  throne.  An 
exhausted  France  passed  a  few  years  of  political  peace,  thanks  to  the  wise  rule  of  a 
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king  who  did  his  very  best  to  be  a  constitutional  monarch.  In  this  he  clashed 
violently  with  the  beliefs  of  his  brother  Charles,  who  soon  became  the  leader  of  the 
Ultra-royalists,  a  party  of  extreme  reaction.  “  I  would  rather  hew  wood,”  he  is 
supposed  to  have  said,  “  than  be  a  King  under  the  conditions  of  the  King  of 
England.” 

Louis  XVIII  died  in  1824  and  as  he  left  no  heir,  the  crown  passed  to  Charles. 
A  coronation  in  Reims,  with  all  the  gorgeous  ceremonial  of  the  old  regime,  proclaimed 
the  new  king’s  intentions  of  ruling  as  “  the  most  Christian  King  ”,  by  divine  right. 

One  of  his  first  acts  was  to  award  large  sums  of  money  to  the  aristocrats  who  had 
suffered  during  the  Revolution.  Increased  power  was  thrown  into  the  hands  of  the 
already  unpopular  Jesuits  and  in  no  time  there  were  disquieting  signs  of  growing 
unpopularity  all  over  the  country  for  the  King.  One  minister  after  the  other  tried 
to  form  a  stable  government  and  when,  in  1829,  Charles  consented  unwillingly  to  a 
policy  of  compromise  between  the  classes,  it  was  too  late.  New  elections  resulted 
in  a  crashing  defeat  of  the  Royalists  and  the  King  was  about  to  suspend  the 
constitution  altogether  when  the  Revolution  broke  out.  Charles  quickly  retreated 
towards  Cherbourg,  abdicating  in  favour  of  his  grandson,  the  Duke  of  Bordeaux, 
better  known  as  Comte  de  Chambord  or  Henry  V.  But  France  chose  another 
Bourbon  as  King,  by  offering  the  vacant  throne  to  the  liberal  minded  Louis-Philippe 
of  Orleans. 

Charles  once  again  made  his  way  to  England  and  Holyrood  was  again  placed 
at  his  disposal.  Two  years  later,  bad  health  forced  him  to  leave  Scotland  and  he 
died  in  Goritz  (Bohemia)  in  1836. 

The  coinage  of  Charles  X  is  similar  to  that  of  his  predecessor  Louis  XVIII. 
The  king’s  portrait  appears  on  all  the  denominations  in  gold  (40  and  20  francs), 
and  those  in  silver  (5,  2,  1,  ^  and  J  franc).  The  handsome  medal,  illustrated  on  the 
front  cover  was  struck  for  the  coronation  in  1824.

WHO  THE  ETRUSCANS  WERE 

By  J.  L.  Shimwell,  D.Sc.,  F.R.I.C. 


From  the  time  of  Herodotus  up  to  the  present  day  the  origin  of  “  The  Mysterious 
Etruscans  ”  has  been  a  constant  topic  of  puzzlement  and  controversy.  As  Prof.  M. 
Pallottino  has  said,  however,  the  word  “  origin  ”  may  not  be  quite  the  one  we  mean. 
What  is  probably  more  often  meant  is,  “  Where  did  the  Etruscans  come  from  ?  ” 
For  even  if  it  should  be  found  that  they  came  from,  say,  Egypt,  there  would  still 
be  the  “  origin  ”  of  the  Eg^^ptians  to  discover. 

There  are  three  main  theories  about  the  Etruscans  or  Tyrrhenians,  and  the  most 
important  of  tliese  will  be  put  last.  The  first  is  that  they  were  “  autochthonous 
that  is  to  say  they  were  “  there  from  the  beginning  ” — aborigines.  The  second 
theory  is  that  they  came  from  “  the  north,”  possibly  being  of  Alpine  origin.  The 
third,  and  most  widely  accepted  belief,  is  that  they  came  from  Asia  Minor  (Herodotus 
said  from  Lydia,  in  the  centre  of  Anatolia,  in  which  case  one  could  say  that  the 
Etruscans  were  the  Lydians). 

However  little  may  be  known  about  where  the  Etruscans  came  from  we  do  know 
that  by  the  8th  century  b.c.  they  were  a  powerful,  industrious,  and  sea-going  people, 
working  in  metal,  mining  in  Sardinia  and  Corsica,  carrying  on  an  extensive  commerce, 
building  fortified  towns,  and  that  by  the  end  of  the  7th  century  b.c.  they  dominated 
most  of  the  western  part  of  Italy,  from  north  of  Etruria  down  to  as  far  south  as 
Salerno.  However,  one  must  surely  agree  with  Prof.  Pallottino  that  they  could 
scarcely  have  first  arrived  in  such  numbers  and  with  such  a  ready-made  high  degree 
of  civilisation.  It  is  more  likely  that  their  culture  evolved  or  developed  (in  Italy) 
from  immigrants  of  similar  ethnic  stock.  Thus  the  8th  century  Etruscan  culture 
did  not  suddenly  appear  in  Italy  ready-made,  but  slowly  developed  there  from  a 
pre-existing  and  perhaps  less  advanced  (but  immigrant)  culture  of  ethnically  related 
people. 

So  we  must  not  look  for  an  arrival  of  people  from  Asia  Minor  in  about  the  8th 
century  B.c.  but  several  hundred  years  before  that.  For  at  least  that  length  of  time 
would  have  been  necessary  for  the  more  advanced  and  civilised  culture  of  those  we 
know  as  the  Etruscans  or  Tyrrhenians  to  develop  and  mature.  Let  us  assume  that 
three  or  four  hundred  years  would  be  required  for  that  development  and  maturation. 
If  this  be  acceptable  then  we  must  look  for  an  emigration  from  Asia  Minor  between, 
say,  1400  and  1100  B.C.  Consideration  of  this,  however,  is  deferred  to  later  in  this 
anicle,  while  in  the  meantime  we  can  discuss,  briefly,  to  what  extent  the  Etruscans 
affected  the  customs,  religion,  habits,  and  general  way  of  life  of  the  great  nation  we 
now  think  of  as  “  the  Romans.” 
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When  we  do  this  we  find  that  many  (one  might  almost  say  most)  of  the  things 
that  the  Romans  are  noted  for  were,  in  point  of  fact,  inherited  from  the  Etruscans. 
Thus  the  Romans  got  most  of  their  gods  in  that  way,  notably  Jupiter,  Juno,  Minerva, 
Mercury,  Venus,  and  Mars,  as  well  as  a  number  of  Greek  divinities  introduced 
indirectly  into  Etruria  by  virtue  of  the  Etruscans’  Greek  contacts — e.g.  Hercules, 
Apollo  and  Artemis. 

As  regards  dress,  the  Romans  inherited  from  the  Etruscans  the  toga,  and  various 
forms  of  ankle-boots  and  sandals.  The  unique  use  of  nomen  and  praenomen  was 
Etruscan.  The  drainage  systems,  for  which  the  Romans  are  greatly  admired,  were 
also  of  Etruscan  origin,  the  great  sewer  of  Rome — Cloaca  Maxima — probably  being 
built  by  the  Etruscans.  That  great  blot  on  the  Roman  character,  gladiatorial  fights 
and  shows,  is  regrettably  of  Etruscan  origin.  A  harmless  custom — “  the  Troy 
Game  ”  {Indus  Troiae)  was  similarly  inherited  by  the  Romans.  Numerous  further 
examples  could  be  cited,  whilst  even  the  name  of  the  city,  “  Roma,”  is  Etruscan. 
Thus  it  can  be  said,  with  some  truth,  that  the  Etruscans  were  the  founders  of  Rome,  ^ 
although  the  political  system  was  largely  ousted  (particularly  the  monarchy)  when 
the  Etruscan  kings  of  Rome  were  eventually  dethroned  and  the  Etrusco-Roman 
Republic  established. 

The  Etruscan  language,  not  yet  decipherable  except  to  a  fractional  extent  (but 
more  than  most  people  think),  had  certain  affinities  with  those  of  parts  of  Asia 
Minor,  and  stronger  ones  with  that  of  Lemnos,  the  island  some  40  miles  off  the  coast 
of  Troy,  so  it  seems  reasonable  to  assume  in  a  broad  sense,  that  some  inhabitants  of 
Asia  Minor  and  its  off-shore  islands  were  ethnically  related  to  the  Etruscans. 

So  to  trace  the  “  origin  ”  of  the  Etruscans  we  have  to  look  for  an  emigration  from 
Asia  Minor  and/or  the  adjacent  islands,  and  some  evidence  of  their  immigration 
into  Italy  via  the  river  Tiber  or  thereabouts,  and  the  date  of  this  should  be  roughly 
between  1400  and  1100  B.c. 

Now  it  so~  happens  that  there  is  a  classical  legend,  or  “  myth,”  in  which  it  is 
stated  that  there  was  an  exodus  of  people  from  Asia  Aiinor  at  about  the  date  required 
if  they  were  to  become  the  Etruscans.  What  is  more,  the  legend  also  recounts 
that  they  eventually  arrived  in  Italy,  sailed  up  the  river  Tiber,  and  there  established 
a  town  afterwards  to  become  Rome.  This  “  myth  ”  is  Virgil’s  Aeneid.  There 
one  reads  how  Aeneas  and  his  followers,  refugees  from  the  sack  of  Troy,  by  landing 
in  Italy  and  multiplying  there,  fulfilled  all  the  requirements  for  them  to  be  the  fore¬ 
runners  of  the  Etruscan  nation,  and  therefore  the  founders  of  Rome. 

In  view  of  all  this  how  has  it  come  about  that  no-one  will  believe  it  happened 
at  all  ?  The  Romans  themselves  believed  it  (and  long  before  Virgil’s  time).  Is  it  i 
perhaps  because  Virgil,  who  wrote  about  it,  was  a  poet  ?  What  could  a  poet  know 
about  ancient  history!  But  was  not  Homer  a  poet?  And  did  he  not  write  the 
truth  about  the  Trojan  war?  In  the  late  19th  century  Heinrich  Schliemann  found 
“  Troy  ”  and  excavated  it,  just  as,  a  little  later.  Sir  Arthur  Evans  proved  another 
“  myth  ”  to  be  true — Knossus,  the  Labyrinth,  and  the  Minotaur,  all  complete. 
And  as  for  a  poet  being  a  writer  of  historical  truth,  I  quote  a  biologist,  F.  Wood- 
Jones,  who  said,  in  a  Bankroft  memorial  lecture  in  1931,  “  I  still  cling  to  the  belief 
that  whoever  wins  to  a  great  scientific  truth  will  find  a  poet  before  him  in  the  quest.” 

Perhaps  the  reason  that  the  Trojan-Roman  story  is  regarded  as  so  mythical,  and 
that  the  Trojans  and  the  Etruscans  are  never  connected,  is  because  of  the  Trojan 
Horse,  and  the  way  it  has  concentrated  everyone’s  attention  on  one  small  hill.  But 
the  “  Troy  ”  excavated  by  Schliemann  on  Hissarlik  hill  was  only  200  yards  across. 

It  was,  in  fact,  not  so  much  a  town  as  a  fort,  citadel,  or  acropolis.  And  as  for  the 
Trojan  Horse,  it  is  not  even  mentioned  in  the  Iliad  at  all.  It  turns  up  later  in  the  ' 
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Odyssey,  as  a  kind  of  afterthought.  Possibly  it  was  put  in  by  Homer  as  nothing 
more  than  a  poetic  fancy.  Or  was  this  written  by  someone  else  ? 

When  considering  epic  poetry  as  a  possible  record  of  history  one  has  to  skim  off 
the  gods  and  goddesses,  the  poetic  fancies,  and  the  rhetorical  tricks,  and  get  down 
to  the  plain  story.  Both  the  Iliad  and  the  Aeneid  are  full  of  gods  and  goddesses, 
and  when  these  are  skimmed  off,  the  Aeneid  fits  the  facts.  Thus  it  is  not  necessary 
to  postulate  the  wrath  of  Juno  to  account  for  the  adverse  gale  which  at  first  blew 
the  ships  of  Aeneas  and  his  followers  away  from  Italy,  and  to  Carthage  and  Dido. 

But  to  return  to  the  Trojans  and  Troy.  Is  it  likely  that  a  “  thousand  ships,” 
and  the  vast  multitude  of  armed  men  so  insisted  on  by  Homer,  would  require  ten 
years  to  encompass  the  fall  of  a  fort  only  200  yards  across  ?  When  one  reads  the 
Iliad  one  sees  that  the  “  Trojans  ”  were  not  merely  the  inhabitants  of  the  fort  or 
acropolis  of  “  Troy  the  “  Trojan  Might  ”  comprised  not  only  the  men  of  the 
plain  of  Troy,  but  most  of  the  fighting  men  of  the  whole  of  Anatolia  (and  even 
outside  it — from  Thrace,  across  the  Hellespont).  Mysia,  Lydia,  Caria,  down  to 
the  extreme  southern  tip  of  Lycia — these  were  all  involved. 

So,  after  all,  it  really  doesn’t  matter  much  what  part  of  Asia  Minor  the  fore¬ 
runners  of  the  Etruscans  came  from.  They  were  probably  all  part  of  the  “  Trojan 
Might.”  In  fact  the  two  sides  were  so  well  matched  that  at  one  time  the  Greeks 
were  on  the  verge  of  defeat.  So  much  so  indeed,  that  the  Trojan  war  might  well 
have  been  described  by  the  Duke  of  Wellington  (like  the  battle  of  Waterloo)  as  a 
“  damned  close-run  thing.” 

So  it  was  not  Plomer  who  was  right  and  Virgil  who  was  wrong;  they  were 
probably  both  right.  But  Homer  was  a  Greek,  and  Virgil  was  a  Roman,  so  while 
Homer  wrote  the  Odyssey  (or  “  The  further  Adventures  of  Odysseus  ”)  Virgil 
wrote  the  Aeneid  (or  “  The  Further  Adventures  of  Aeneas  ”). 

So,  very  likely,  the  Etruscans  were  the  Trojans — who  may  have  come  from  one 
particular  part  of  Anatolia,  or  may  have  been  recruited  from  several  or  many  parts. 
There  is  no  proof  of  this,  of  course,  but  so  many  so-called  myths  have  turned  out 
to  be  true  that  it  is  surely  unwise  to  reject  them  altogether,  particularly  if  they  fit 
the  facts,  as  I  have  tried  to  show  above  that  this  one  does.  It  was,  I  think,  Hilaire 
Belloc  who  wrote  that  if  one  demanded  proof  or  concrete  evidence  of  everything 
in  history,  then  there  would  be  very  little  history  at  all. 

But  there  seems  one  strange  thing  about  the  Aeneid;  although  Virgil  therein 
recounts  how  the  Trojans  became  the  Romans,  he  does  not  seem  to  have  considered 
that  they  might  first  have  become  the  Etruscans.  This,  however,  may  have  been 
for  political  reasons,  for  before  the  Roman  people  later  fused  into  a  united  nation, 
the  Etruscan  section  was  often  at  bitter  loggerheads  with  the  Latin  and  other  sections. 

However,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  Julius  Caesar  himself  claimed  descent  from 
Aeneas  through  the  latter’s  son  lulius,  the  name  of  the  Julia  being  thus  derived. 
And  as  Caesar  also  claimed  descent  from  the  former  kings  of  Rome  (who  were 
Etruscans),  it  seems  that  he  himself  must  have  believed  that  the  Etruscans  were  the 
Trojans. 

The  Marcia  gejts  also  claimed  descent  from  the  kings.  Indeed,  I  have  before 
me  a  silver  denarius  of  the  Roman  Republic  which  bears  the  jugate  heads  of  Numa 
Pompilius  and  Ancus  Marcius  from  whom  the  name  Marcia  was  claimed  to  be 
derived.  Similarly  on  one  of  the  denarii  of  the  Memmia  gens  there  is  portrayed  the 
head  of  Romulus,  thus  referring  to  the  origin  of  the  gens  from  the  Trojan  Menes- 
theus  through  Romulus,  the  first  king  of  Rome. 
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Now  let  us  suppose  that,  at  some  time  in  the  future,  concrete  evidence  is  found, 
and  that  this  shows,  in  point  of  fact,  that  the  Etruscans  were  indeed  the  “  Trojans.” 
Even  then  there  will  still  remain  a  further  question,  namely  who  the  Trojans  them¬ 
selves  were. 

There  was  a  Trojan  tradition  that  their  ancestors  came  from  Crete.  Indeed, 
in  the  Aeneid,  one  reads  that,  in  point  of  fact,  Crete  was  the  first  haven  sought 
by  the  Trojan  refugees.  So  if  one  believes  that  the  Aeneid  is  a  poetic  but 
substantially  true  account  of  the  origin  of  the  Etruscans,  then  why  not  believe 
it  also  when  it  suggests  that  the  forebears  of  the  Trojans  were  the  Cretans  ? 

ADDENDUM 

The  day  after  I  finished  writing  the  above  article,  I  received  Sir  Gavin  de  Beer’s 
new  book,  Reflections  of  a  Darwinian,  and  in  it  was  an  essay  entitled  “  Who  Were 
The  Etruscans  ?  ”.  At  the  end  of  this  essay  the  conclusion  reached  is  the  same  as 
in  the  first  part  of  this  present  article — namely  that  the  Aeneid  is  a  substantially 
true  account  of  how  the  Trojans  arrived  in  Italy  and  became  the  Etruscans. 

Sir  Gavin  de  Beer  has  been  kind  enough  to  inform  me  that  he  knows  of  nobody 
besides  himself  and  me  who  has  seen  the  significance  of  the  Aeneid  in  this  con¬ 
nection.  A  further  coincidence  is  that,  although  we  have  never  met,  both  he  and  I 
are  biologists,  and  both  particularly  interested  in  genetics. 

He  also  tells  me  that  an  Etruscan  terra  cotta  ex  voto  object  depicts  Aeneas 
carrying  his  father  Anchises.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  a  denarius  of  Julius  Caesar, 
illustrated  in  this  bulletin  for  December,  1961  (Plate  70.B1 101)  carries,  on  the  reverse 
side,  a  similar  picture  of  Aeneas  carrying  Anchises  and  holding  in  one  hand  the 
Palladium.  It  w'ould  be  interesting  to  know  if  the  Aeneas  of  the  terra  cotta  Etruscan 
object  is  also  carrying  the  Palladium. 


Finally  may  be  mentioned  the  general  belief  that  the  first  coins  were  invented 
by  the  Lydians.  And  as  the  Lydians,  as  already  mentioned,  were  part  of  the 
“  Trojan  Might,”  and  as  Lydia  itself  was  adjacent  to  the  Plain  of  Troy,  one  could, 
speaking  of  Troy  in  the  broad  sense,  put  forward  a  fair  case  for  the  theory  that  coins, 
like  many  other  things  inherited  via  the  Romans  by  western  civilization,  were 
originated  by  the  Trojans. 

THE  COINAGE  OF  THE  BONAPARTE  FAMILY.

The  rule  of  the  various  members  of  the  Bonaparte  family  has  left  us  with  a 
series  of  early  nineteenth  century  coins  of  considerable  interest,  not  only  from  the 
numismatic  aspect,  but  also  for  their  historical  connections  and  artistic  merit. 
Excluding  Napoleon  I  himself  we  have  coins  from  ten  members  or  direct  relations 
of  this  illustrious  Corsican  family.  Apart  from  the  coins  there  are  also,  of  course, 
vast  numbers  of  medals  which  relate  to  Napoleon  and  his  time. 

In  this  short  article  only  the  main  types  of  coins  struck  by  the  Bonapartes  are 
enumerated.  Several  of  the  more  important  and  typical  pieces  are  illustrated  on 
Plates  54  and  55. 
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1.  Napoleon  I 

Collectors  are  probably  most  familiar  with  coins  bearing  the  portrait  of  Napoleon 
Ij  Emperor  of  the  French  and  King  of  Italy. 

In  France  the  first  coins  bearing  his  portrait  were  struck  during  the  ninth  year 
of  the  Republic  (1802-3).  The  beautifully  designed  head  of  Napoleon  appears 
initially  with  the  legend  Bonaparte  premier  consul,  while  the  reverse  bears  a  value 
and  the  inscription  republique  francaise.  The  title  was  changed  after  the 
coronation  to  napoleon  empereur;  the  reverse  legend,  however,  was  only  altered  in 
1809  to  EMPIRE  FRANCAIS. 

The  decimal  coinage,  introduced  during  the  First  Republic,  was  maintained  by 
Napoleon  and  the  following  gold  and  silver  coins  all  show  his  portrait: — 

Gold:  40  and  20  francs. 

Silver:  5,  2,  1,  i  and  franc. 

From  1808  to  1810  billon  10  centimes  pieces  were  struck  showing  the  letter  N 
instead  of  the  portrait.  A  similar  design  appears  on  the  copper  5  centimes  dated 
1808. 

Thirteen  French  mints  were  in  operation:  Paris  (A),  Bayonne  (L),  Bordeaux  (K), 
La  Rochelle  (H),  Lille  (W),  Limoges  (I),  Lyon  (D),  Marseilles  (MA),  Nantes  (T), 
Perpignan  (Q),  Rouen  (B),  Strasbourg  (BB)  and  Toulouse  (M).  Gold  and  silver 
coins  of  exactly  the  same  type  as  the  French  were  issued  by  5  foreign  mints :  Geneva 
(G),  Rome  (crowned  R),  Genoa  (CL),  Turin  (U),  and  Utrecht  (fish). 

As  King  of  Italy,  Napoleon  struck  a  series  of  coins  quite  different  from  those 
struck  for  France.  From  1806  until  1814  three  Italian  mints  were  operating 
(Milan,  Venice,  Bologna)  and  issued  coins  with  the  following  denominations : 

Gold :  40  and  20  lire. 

Silver:  5  and  2  lire;  1  lira;  15,  10  and  5  soldi;  25  and  10  centesimi. 

Bronze:  3  and  2  centesimi;  1  centesimo. 

2.  Marie-Louise,  Duchess  of  Parma 

In  1810  Napoleon  married  Marie-Louise  of  Austria,  daughter  of  Emperor 
Francis  1.  At  the  Congress  of  Vienna  she  was  made  Duchess  of  Parma,  Piacenza 
and  Guastalla,  where  she  reigned  until  1847.  After  the  death  of  Napoleon  in  1821 
she  married  twice;  first  Adam  Adalberg  of  Neipperg  and  later  in  1829,  Charles  of 
Bombelles. 

The  coins  of  Marie-Louise,  issued  for  her  Italian  possessions,  are  dated  1815, 
1821  and  1832.  All  coins,  except  the  bronze,  bear  her  effigy.  The  following  pieces 
were  struck: 

Gold :  40  and  20  lire. 

Silver:  5  and  2  lire;  1  lira;  10  and  5  soldi. 

Bronze:  5  and  2  centesimi;  1  centesimo. 

3.  Napoleon  II 

The  only  child  of  Napoleon  I  and  Marie-Louise  was  born  in  1811  and  died  in 
Schonbrunn  (Austria)  at  the  age  of  21.  First  called  King  of  Rome,  and  later, 
Duke  of  Reichstadt,  he  played  no  political  role  at  all,  as  he  was  from  the  age  of  four 
onwards  in  the  hands  of  the  Austrian  Chancellor  Metternich. 

All  the  coins  {commemorative  patterns)  bearing  the  young  portrait  of  the  so-called 
Napoleon  II  were  issued  long  after  his  death,  during  the  Second  Empire.  Nine 
different  denominations  are  known  to  exist,  2X\  dated  1816.  They  are:  5  and  2 
francs;  1,  and  J  franc;  10,  5,  3  and  1  centime. 
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4.  Joseph  Bonaparte 

Joseph,  the  eldest  brother  of  Napoleon,  was  proclaimed  King  of  the  Two  Sicilies 
in  1806.  Two  years  later  he  was  promoted  King  of  Spain,  and  ruled  until  1814. 
After  Waterloo,  Joseph  went  to  the  United  States  and  eventually  became  an 
American  citizen. 

As  King  of  the  Two  Sicilies,  Joseph  struck  one  denomination  only,  the  silver 
120  Grani,  dated  1806,  1807  and  1808. 

In  Spain  a  much  larger  variety  of  coins  was  struck  during  his  reign  from  1808 
until  1814.  The  mints  of  Madrid  and  Seville  issued  the  following  values,  all  bearing 
his  portrait: 

Gold:  320  and  80  reales. 

Silver:  20,  10,  4  and  2  reales;  1  real. 

Bronze:  8  maravedi. 

Barcelona  was  also  under  French  rule  and  from  1808  to  1814  a  series  of  coins  was 
struck,  with  the  arms  of  Barcelona  on  one  side  and  the  value  on  the  other  side. 
They  include: 

Gold:  20  pesetas. 

Silver:  5,  2^  and  1  pesetas. 

Bronze:  4,  2,  1  and  J-  quartos. 

5.  Elisa  and  Felix  Baciocchi 

Elisa  was  the  eldest  of  Napoleon’s  sisters  and  married  a  Corsican  captain, 
Felix  Baciocchi,  in  1797.  Eight  years  later  the  couple  were  given  the  Principalities 
of  Lucca  and  Piombino,  where  they  reigned  until  the  fall  of  the  Empire. 

In  all,  four  different  denominations  were  struck,  all  showing  the  conjoined  busts 
of  Elisa  and  Felix  Baciocchi.  The  5  franchi  and  1  franco  pieces  were  issued  from 
1805  to  1810,  5  and  3  centesimi  in  copper  are  dated  1806. 

6.  Louis  Bonaparte 

Louis  Bonaparte  was  married  to  Hortense  de  Beauharnais,  the  stepdaughter  of 
Napoleon,  and  became  King  of  Holland  in  1806.  He  abdicated  four  years  later. 

During  the  short  period  of  reign  the  following  coins  with  the  portrait  of  King 
Louis  were  struck: 

Gold:  20  and  10  Gulden;  1  ducat. 

Silver :  riksdaalder  ) 

2h  gulden  I  Crown  size. 

50  stuiver  j 

1  gulden  and  10  stuiver. 

7.  Jerome  Bonaparte 

Jerome,  the  youngest  brother  of  Napoleon,  became  King  of  Westphalia  in  1807. 
During  the  same  year  he  married  Catherine,  daughter  of  the  King  of  Wiirttemberg. 
After  the  battle  of  Leipzig,  Jerome  rejoined  his  brother  and  fought  bravely  at 
Waterloo.  He  then  lived  in  exile  in  various  countries  until  1848,  when  his  nephew 
Louis-Napoleon  recalled  him  to  France. 

From  1807  until  1813  coins  of  Jerome  were  struck  by  the  mints  of  Cassel, 
Clausthal  and  Brunswick.  Two  completely  different  monetary  systems  were  adopted 
and  used  simultaneously: 

(a)  Coins  of  two  German  monetary  conventions  with  the  following  denomina¬ 
tions  : 

Gold:  10  and  5  talers. 

Silver:  taler;  Vs  taler;  24  mariengroschen;  taler. 

Billon  and  Bronze:  V21  taler;  1  mariengroschen;  taler;  1,  2  and  4  pfennig. 
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(b)  The  French  decimal  system  with  the  franc  (Franken)  as  basic  value: 

Gold:  40,  20,  10  and  5  franken. 

Silver:  5,  2,  1,  ^  franken. 

Billon  or  Bronze:  20,  10,  5,  3,  2  and  1  centimes. 

Most  coins  show  the  portrait  of  the  king  and  the  legends  are  partly  in  German, 
partly  in  Latin. 

8.  Joachim  Murat 

Joachim  Murat,  the  young  and  promising  cavalry  officer,  married  Caroline,  the 
favourite  sister  of  Napoleon,  in  1800.  Six  years  later  Murat  was  given  the  German 
duchies  of  Cleve  and  Berg,  where  he  reigned  until  1808.  That  year  Caroline 
obtained  for  her  husband  the  Kingdom  of  the  Two  Sicilies.  After  the  battle  of 
Waterloo,  Murat  made  several  desperate  attempts  to  save  his  position.  He  was 
eventually  taken  prisoner,  tried  by  a  military  court  and  shot  by  order  of  the  Bourbon 
king,  Ferdinand  IV. 

Murat’s  coins  for  Cleve  and  Berg  consist  of  two  crown  pieces  (Reichstaler  and 
Cassataler)  as  well  as  3  Stuber  in  bronze. 

In  Naples  the  old  coinage  (with  the  carlino  and  the  grana)  was  adopted.  In  1810, 
however,  the  decimal  system  was  introduced  with  first  the  franco  and  later  the  lira 
as  basis.  The  following  coins  were  issued  by  Joachim  Murat,  all  showing  his 
portrait : 

Gold:  40  franchi;  40  and  20  lire. 

Silver:  12  carlini  (1809  and  1810)  )  crown  size. 

5  lire  (1812  and  1813)  j 
2  lire;  1  and  J  lira. 

Bronze:  3  and  2  grana. 

10,  5  and  3  centesimi. 

9.  Napoleon  III 

The  last  of  the  Bonapartes  to  strike  regular  coins  was  Napoleon  III,  Emperor  of 
France  from  1852  to  1871.  He  was  the  son  of  Louis,  King  of  Holland  and  of 
Hortense  de  Beauharnais.  In  1848  he  was  elected  President  of  the  Republic  and 
four  years  later  Emperor  of  France.  Taken  prisoner  by  the  Prussians  after  Sedan 
he  took  refuge  in  England  where  he  died  in  1873. 

During  his  tw^enty  years  reign  Napoleon  left  a  vast  and  important  series  of  coins, 
all  of  which  bear  his  familiar  portrait.  The  whole  coinage  can  be  divided  into 
three  main  periods  or  types: 

(a)  As  President,  1852.  Coins  read  louis-napoleon  Bonaparte  on  the  obverse 
and  REPUBLiQUE  FRANCAISE  on  the  reverse. 

(b)  As  Emperor,  with  bareheaded  portrait  from  1852  to  1864. 

(c)  Coins  showing  a  laureate  head  of  the  Emperor,  starting  in  1860. 

In  all,  thirteen  different  values  were  struck: 

Gold:  100,  50,  20,  10  and  5  francs. 

Silver:  5  and  2  francs;  1  franc;  50  and  20  centimes. 

Bronze:  10,  5  and  2  centimes;  1  centime. 

During,  the -Second  Empire  seven  French  mints  were  in  operation:  Paris, 
Bordeaux,  Lille,  Lyon,  Marseilles,  Rouen  and  Strasbourg. 

10.  Napoleon  IV 

The  son  of  Napoleon  HI  and  of  the  Empress  Marie-Eugenie,  was  born  in  1856. 
He  went  with  his  parents  into  exile  and  became  the  Bonapartiste  pretender  after 
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the  death  of  his  father.  In  1879  he  took  part  in  a  British  expedition  into  Zululand, 
during  which  he  was  killed. 

A  number  of  patterns  were  struck  with  the  head  of  Napoleon  IV  dated  1870  and 
1874.  They  include  5  and  2  francs,  1  franc,  50  and  20  centimes  in  silver  and  a 
10  centimes  piece  in  bronze.

Geographical  Distribution  of  Token  Denominations.  1  was  impressed  on  looking 
through  the  list  of  17th  Century  tokens  of  Wales  by  the  uneven  way  in  which  the  denomina¬ 
tions  are  distributed  geographically. 


In  fact  the  five  counties  where  pennies  are  the  commonest  are  all  in  the  North,  and  the 
three  where  farthings  are  commonest  all  in  the  South.  Does  this  indicate  a  higher  cost  of 
living  in  the  North  at  this  time,  or  is  there  some  other  explanation  ? — E.  D.  Chambers. 


It  is  interesting  to  compare  the  concentration  of  penny  tokens  in  North  Wales  with  the 
break-down  by  denominations  of  the  tokens  issued  in  the  West  Midland  counties  of  England 
abutting  the  Welsh  border  (arranged  below  from  North  to  South):

Penny  tokens  are  rare  in  the  South  of  England,  apart  from  the  metropolis,  and  farthings 
predominate.  In  the  North  and  North  Midlands  halfpennies  were  issued  more  frequently 
than  farthings,  and  in  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire  a  number  of  penny  tokens  were  also  issued, 
while  in  Ireland  pennies  predominate:

These  figures  are,  at  present,  only  approximate.  Undoubtably  economic  factors  influenced 
the  popularity  of  particular  denominations  in  different  areas  of  the  country.  I  shall  hope  to 
deal  further  with  this  aspect  of  token  coinage  at  a  later  date. — P.  J.  Seaby. 

Roman  Treasure  from  Kaiseraugst.  A  recent  issue  of  the  Illustrated  London  Nezvs 
contains  an  illustrated  account  by  Dr.  Rudolf  Laur-Belart,  of  Basle  University,  of  a  recently 
discovered  treasure  dug  up  by  a  mechanical  excavator  at  the  village  of  Kaiseraugst  on  the  Rhine. 
The  village  lies  inside  the  walls  of  the  Roman  fortress  of  Castrum  Rauracense  or  Augusta 
Raurica,  the  oldest  Roman  colony  on  the  Rhine. 

Briefly,  it  consists  of  the  following  objects,  all  made  of  pure  silver,  partly  gilded:  6  round 
dishes,  plain  or  decorated,  the  largest  24  ins.  in  diameter;  a  rectangular  tray,  richly  decorated; 
1  plate,  3  bowls,  2  fish-plates,  4  cups,  4  goblets,  14  spoons  with  swan’s-neck  handles,  27  spoons 
with  plain  handles,  5  sticks  for  eating,  1  beautiful  candelabrum,  1  statuette  of  Venus,  168 
silver  coins,  17  large  medallions  and  3  silver  ingots. 

The  most  magnificent  piece  is  an  eight-sided  dish  20.1  iris,  in  diameter  and  weighing  OJ  lb. 
with  reliefs  representing  the  story  of  the  youth  of  Achilles — his  birth,  his  education  by  the 
Centaur  Cheiron  and  concluding  with  the  discovery  of  the  young  hero  dressed  as  a  maiden 
by  Odysseus.  The  dish,  according  to  a  Greek  inscription  on  the  back,  was  made  by  Pansylyppos 
in  Thessalonike. 

Dr.  Laur-Belart  says,  “  The  168  silver  coins  of  Diocletian,  Constantine  the  Great  and  his 
son,  all  in  mint  condition,  and  the  superbly  preserved  medallions  of  Constantine  the  Great, 
Constans  and  Constantins  II  bearing  the  reverse  legends  ‘  Sic  X  sic  XX,'  or  ‘  triumphator 
gentium  barbararum,'  are  of  great  importance  for  numismatic  studies.  Equally  remarkable 
are  the  three  silver  ingots,  each  weighing  3  Roman  pounds  and  bearing  the  stamp  of  the  Gallic 
usurper  Magnentius,  who  reigned  from  350-353.  They  prove  that  the  treasure  is  connected 
with  the  Imperial  Court  and  was  not  buried  before  the  50’s  of  the  4th  century  a.d. 

It  is  very  tempting  to  connect  the  find  with  one  of  the  Emperors  who  visited  ‘  Rauraci,’ 
as  Ammianus  Marcellinus  calls  the  fort,  during  this  period — that  is,  with  Constantius  II  or 
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Julian.  The  coins  would  argue  more  for  Constantius,  who  defeated  Magnentius  in  353;  on 
the  other  hand,  Julian  is  suggested  by  the  pagan  character  of  the  subjects  and  especially  by 
the  reliefs  on  the  Achilles  dish  which  may  be  interpreted  as  a  mythological  version  of  the  youth 
of  the  Apostate.  It  reminds  us  that  before  Julian’s  birth,  his  mother  Basilina  dreamt  that  she 
would  give  birth  to  the  hero  Achilles.  If  this  second  alternative  is  correct,  the  treasure  might 
have  been  buried  in  361  when  Julian  left  Kaiseraugst  with  his  army  for  the  decisive  battle 
against  his  cousin  Constantius.  The  fact  that  he  never  returned  to  Gaul  would  explain  why 
this  valuable  treasure  was  never  recovered.  But  aU  this  is  pure  conjecture.  Although  the 
treasure  of  Kaiseraugst  does  not  compare  in  richness  with  the  contemporary  Mildenhall 
treasure  in  the  British  Museum,  it  must  nevertheless  be  reckoned  as  one  of  the  most  important 
finds  of  plate  belonging  to  the  late  Roman  Empire.  The  treasure,  when  it  has  been  restored, 
wiU  be  exhibited  in  the  Roman  Museum  at  Augst,  near  Basel.” — Illustrated  London  News, 
I4th  July. 

Two  Large  Hungarian  Hoards.  Children  playing  near  Fazekasboda,  in  Southern 
Hungary,  found  a  heavy  clay  jug  full  of  silver  coins — probably  buried  there  500  years  ago  by  a 
local  merchant,  afraid  of  being  robbed  by  invading  Turks. 

Excavation  on  the  site  by  archaeologists  revealed  another  jug,  full  of  silver  and  gold  coins. 
With  them  a  necklace  of  silver  coins  of  the  reign  of  King  Bela  IV  (1235-1270).  Together  the 
two  jugs  contained  8,000  coins,  weighing  nearly  nine  pounds. 

The  finds  confirm  what  experts  had  previously  believed — that  the  site  was  that  of  Boda 
village  razed  to  the  ground  during  the  16th  century  Turkish  occupation.  Further  excavation 
IS  to  take  place  in  the  autumn. — Evening  Herald,  Eire,  1th  July,  1962.

NUMISMATIC  SOCIETIES 


Shefl&eld  and  Dist.  Num.  Soc.  The  activities  of 
the  Society  during  the  quarter  ending  30th  June,  1962, 
comprised  two  lectures  by  well-known  speakers  and  the 
Sale  and  Exchange.  In  April,  Dr.  Burrow,  our  rep¬ 
resentative  on  the  B.A.N.S.  Council,  delivered  a  talk 
on  the  British  Indian  Coinage  tracing  the  history  of  the 
Presidency  Series  and  the  Imperial  Series  from  the 
first  East  I ndia  Company  Charter  in  1 600  to  the  Monarchy 
of  the  present  day.  The  study  of  Colonial  Coinage  is 
favoured  by  but  a  few  numismatists  and  the  members 
were,  therefore,  all  the  more  interested  to  hear  of  the 
significance  of  aspects  of  the  Indian  Coinage  with 
particular  reference  to  Mint  Marks,  “  frozen  ”  dates, 
etc.  The  lecture  was  supported  by  a  strong  representa¬ 
tive  selection  from  Dr.  Burrow’s  own  collection. 

In  May,  the  Deputy  Director  of  Weston  Park 
Museum,  Mr.  D.  G.  Lewis,  gave  an  especially  interesting 
talk  on  Radiate  Copies  and  their  place  in  Numismatics. 
Having  wide  experience  in  the  archaeological  investiga¬ 
tion  of  Coin  Hoards,  Mr.  Lewis  was  able  to  draw  upon 
a  wide  scope  of  slides,  diagrams  and  specimens  to 


illustrate  his  talk.  He  referred  at  some  length  to  the 
types  of  Barbarous  Radiates  found  in  this  country  and 
the  conflicting  views  expressed  by  leading  numismatists 
as  to  why,  when  and  where  the  copies  were  made. 

The  June  meeting  of  the  Society  was  devoted  to  the 
sale  and  exchange  of  members’  duplicates,  whilst  the 
winners  of  the  J.  H.  Downing  Award,  Messrs.  Burrow, 
Hanson  and  Kitson  read  their  successful  entries. 

It  was  regretted  that  due  to  unforeseen  difflculties  the 
Society’s  offer  to  hold  the  1965  National  Congress  had 
to  be  withdrawn,  but  it  is  hoped  that  there  will  be  an 
opportunity  to  revive  this  proposal. 

Yorkshire  Num.  Soc.  The  three  papers  at  the 
July  meeting  of  the  Yorkshire  Numismatic  Society  were 
all  given  by  young  members.  Two  had  chosen  as 
their  subject  the  “  Decimalisation  of  Currency.”  The 
papers  were  very  different  but  complementary. 

Mr.  P.  Cardno  of  Huddersfield,  gave  a  balanced 
historical  survey  leading  to  the  existing  British  Monetary 
System  and  the  tentative  steps  taken  in  1849  when  the 
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fiorin  (one  tenth  of  a  pound)  was  issued.  After  1874, 
when  the  halfcrown  was  reintroduced  alter  25  years, 
the  experiment  was  doomed.  That  was  emphasised 
by  the  last  futile  flicker  of  Victorian  attempts  at  reform 
— the  double  florin  of  1887-90 — which  never  had  a 
chance  because  the  crown  piece  was  not  simultaneously 
withdrawn.  iVlr.  Cardno  detailed  the  arguments  in 
favour  of  decimalisation,  especially  in  view  of  our 
projected  closer  commercial  links  with  the  continent, 
but  considered  that  the  price  of  £400  millions  was  one 
which  no  political  party  in  the  present  state  of  public 
opinion  would  lightly  pay. 

Mr.  J.  O.  Dawson  of  Leeds,  admitting  the  vast  incubus 
of  cost  in  changing  over  office  machines,  slot  and  vending 
machines,  leant  to  the  side  of  alteration.  He  conceded 
that  so  far  as  the  public  was  concerned  there  was 
general  satisfaction  with  the  present  system  and  he 
considered  it  important  to  retain  the  £1  unit  if  only  for 
its  prestige  value.  If  not  the  pound,  the  next  alternative 
was  the  10/-  with  the  shilling  divided  into  ten  pence, 
but  that  could  entail  a  general  increase  in  prices. 
Another  idea,  to  divide  the  pound  into  one  thousand 
units  also  had  its  supporters. 


Mr.  P.  McLester  of  Huddersfield,  gave  a  detailed 
account  of  the  Token  Coinage  of  Kingston-upon-Hull. 
He  had  found  evidence  of  34  tokens  in  this  series  for  the 
17th  century.  The  only  18th  century  token  was  the 
well  known  half-penny  of  Jonathan  Garton,  though  the 
obverse  was  often  found  as  a  mule  with  the  reverses 
of  other  towns. 

The  19th  century  tokens  appeared  in  1811  and  were 
used  until  1817  when  the  manufacture  of  tokens  was 
forbidden  by  Parliament.  They  were  the  Hull  Lead- 
works  pennies  and  halfpennies  issued  to  a  total  value  of 
£7,292. 

In  1811  two  silver  tokens  of  eighteen  pence  and 
sixpence  were  issued  by  Rudstone  &  Preston,  the 
successors  of  Jonathan  Garton. 

Mr.  McLester  exhibited  a  comprehensive  array  of 
Hull  tokens  from  Mr.  Frank  Heeley’s  collection, 
including  the  20th  century  Building  tokens,  together 
with  Mr.  Sykes’s  descriptive  booklet  on  the  reminders 
of  old  Hull. 

Mr.  B.  Senior,  B.A.,  presided.
